Constitution  of  Port  Health  Authority:- 

■ "The  port  Health 'Authority- is  the  Mayor y Aldermen  and 
Burgesses  .of  the  Borough *of  Newport y acting  by  the  Council. 

It  discharges  Port  functions  in  waters  abutting  upon  the  - 
Magor  and  St.  Mellons  Rural  District  in  addition  to  the 
Newport ‘County  Borough." 

Riparian  Districts  included  (wholly  or  in  part)  in  the  port 
Health  Districts  are:- 

County  Borough  of  Newport, 

Magor  and  St.  Mellons  Council  District:  parishes  - 

'^Nashy  Goldcliffe,  Redwicky  Si.  Brides  and  peterstone. 
City  and  County  Borough, of  Cardiff:  Parish  - Rumney. 

The  contributions  of  these  Authorities  towards  expend- 
iture are  in  proportion  to  the  Rateable  Value  of  the 
Districts.  The  current  precept  is  as  follov/s:-  County 
Borough  of  Newport,  94°99  per  cent;  the  Rural  District 
Council  of  Magor  and  St.  Mellons,  °72  per  cent;  City  and 
County  Borough  of  Cardiff y 4*27  per  cent. 


Trade  of_Port. 

The  trade  is  chiefly  cargo,  although  there  are  excellent 
facilities  for  passenger  traffic. 

During  the  year  .1945  the  total  number  of  vessels  entering 
the  port  was  2,650  of  which  1383  were  inspected. 

313  vessels  with  a .total'  tonnage  of  812,110  tons  arrived 
from  foreign  ports  and  2,327  vessels  with  a total  tonnage 
of  737 y 665  tons  arrived  coastwise. 

459  vessels  with  a total  tonnage  of  1,402,328  tons  cleared 
for  foreign  ports  and  2,229  vessels  with  a total  tonnage  of 
501 ,453  tons  cleared  for  coastwise  trade. 

The  only  passengers  during  the  year  were  57  '’inwards"  and 
638  "outwards".

The  drinking  v/ater  of  the  port  is  obtained  from  the 
Reservoirs  of  the  Corporation  of  Nev/port.  The  v/ater  supply 
is  shipped  direct  from  the  town  mains.  .There  are  no  'water 
boat's. 

INTPECTIOUS  DISEASES  '.IND  PORT  SANITARY  R.ECULATIONS  h933> 

Information  in  reference  to  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
on  inward  vessels  and  vessels  recpuiring  special  attention  is 
supplied  by  pilots  by  arrangement  with  the  Pilotage  Board j 
Shipping  Agents  and  H.M.  Customs.  The  preventive  Officers  or. 
duty  at  the  Alexandra  Docks  Entrance  report  any  such  informat- 
ion to  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector  or  by  tele'phone  to  the 
office  during  office  hours  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  his  private  residence  at  all  other  times  day  and 
night . 

Ten  vessels  arrived  from  ports  .infected^  or  suspected  to 
be  infected  v/ith  Smallpox , Plague , Typhus  Never  or.  Yellow 
Never  during  the  year.  No  case  of  suspicious  illness 
occurred  during  the  voyage  or  after  the  vessels*  arrival  in 
Port. 


Ninety-five  cases  of  infectious  sickness  ^ etc..,,  occurred 
on  vessels  during  their  voyages  to  Nev/port  or  after  arrival 
here  namely:-  Malaria  7?  Venereal  Diseases  72,  Scabies  Uj 
Chicken  Pox  4?  Influenza  2,  Typhoid  Never  2,  Measles  1 , 
Pneumonia  1 , Diphtheria  1 , Smallpox  1 . (See  Tables  ’’C”  and 
*'D’'.  ) 

Ordinary  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  were  accommodated 
at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  and  conveyed  in  the  Borough 
Ambulances,  by  arrangement  betv/een  the  two  Authorities.  There 
were  no  cases  of  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow  Never,  Typhus  Never 
or  Smallpox  during  the  year.  Arrangements,  have  been  made  with 
the  Cardiff  City  Council  for, the  ad;.;ission  to  their  Hospitals 
of  any  cases  of  the  major  infectious  diseases  occurring  in, 
or  brought  into,  the  Port. 

The  disinfection  of  q_uarters  is  carried  cut  under  the 
supervision  of  the  port  Sanitary  Inspectors  and'  'infected 
bedding,  clothing  etc.,  is  either  disinfected  at  the  Borough 
Disinfection  Station  or  burnt.

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Prom  an  exarrdnat ion  cf  these  tables  it  v/ill  be  seen 
that  (1)  there  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
Venereal  Diseases'  among  Searaen  visiting  the  Port,  during 
the  war  compared  v/ith  the  five  years  prior  to  the  war;  (2) 
the  increased  incidence  has  been  greater  among  Poreign 
Seamen  than  among  the  British  (the  latter  actually  showed 
a decrease  in  1943  and  1944  on  the  pre-war  average);  (3) 
the  year  1941  produced  the  highest  number  of  cases  and 
there  has  been,  a decline  each  year  since  then  until  1945? 
.which  showed  a very  slight  increase  over  1944;  (4)  of  the 
three  Venereal  Diseases y Syphilis  has  shown  the  greatest 
increase  during  the  five  v/ar  years  1940-1944  compared  with 
the  previous  five  years-y  i.So  the  increase  in  Soft 

Chancre  has'  been  45%  in  Gonorrhoea  22%. 

In  1943  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  Venereal  Diseases  over  193.4  (v'/hich  v^as  the  lowest  of 
the  complete  war  years);  this  increase  was  in  the 
Gonorrhoea  cases  and  was  entirely  among  British  Seamen 
the  incidence'  among  Poreign  Seamen  shov/ing  a marked 
decrease. 

The  Nationalities  of  the  Poreign  Seamen  examined,  v/ith 
the  number  found  to  be  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  in 
brackets  were:-

20*2  per  cent  of  the  British  Seamen  (white  and 
coloured)  and  15*2  of  the  Poreign  Searaen  examined  v/ere 
found  not  to_ be  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease,  compared 
v/ith  31*7  per  centi  and  18*6  per  cent  respectively  during 

1944?  and  with  6 4j.  and  11  "5  per  cent  respectively,  the 

average  for  the  five  pre-war  years.. 

The  book  (v,44)  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is 
supplied  to  each  seaman  patient  to  ensure  continuity  of 
treatriient  of  other  ports o 

There  was  a fall  in  themiumber  of  attendances  compared 
with  any  of  the  five  previous  years  ; the  figure  v;as  also 
below  the  average  number  for  the  five  years  prior  to  the 
V'/ar;  they  numbered  515  compared  v/ith  579  in  1944?  6l  1 in 

1943?  - 73-7  in  1942,  975  in  193-1?  and  v/ith  650  the  annual 

average  for  the  five  years  i934-38c 

The  average  number  of  attendances  per  patient  examined- 
was  3*2  compared  v/ith  4*8  - the  average  for  the  five  years 
19331--38.  The  British  Subjects  v/ith  3*6  attendances  per 
patient  did  slightly  better  than  the  foreign  Searaen  whose 
average  per  patient  was  only  2*2. 

The  chief  reason  for  vhe  fev/  attendances  per  patien'c  is, 
of  course,  that  vessels  usually  remain  in  dock  only  for  a 
short  time  and  this  period  of  stay  is  less  now  than 
formerly,  owing  to  v/ar  conditions. 

Propaganda ; In  an  endeavour  to  prevent  further  increase  in 
the  incidence  of  Venereal  Disease  which  has  occurred  among 
seamen  since,  the  outbreak  of  v/ar,  the  Local  Venereal  . 
Diseases  Committee  in  conj'unction  with  the  Health  Conimituee 
issued  during  the  year  1940  a port  Health  Brochure  or 
Seafarers  Guide  for  distribution  to  all  seamen  arriving  at 
the  port.

The  ir;ii.iediate  purp'dse  of  the  booklet  is  to  v/arn  seamen  of  the 
risk  of  contracting  venereal  disease  through  promiscuous 
intercourse  and  to  give  particulars  of  the  Local  Treatment 
Cciitre  and  of  ''jocial  Centres  and' places  of  entertainraenc  • 
available  to  them  in  the  tovm.  Its  distribution  v/as 
continued  throughout  the  year  1945.  Posters  have  also 
been  displayed  in  suitable  places  on  Lock  Premises y by 
the  Dock  Company.. 


The  bacteriological  examinations  of  rats  in  connection 
with  Plague  precautions y as  well  as  other  bacteriological 
examinations  such  as  swabs  for  K.L.B.y  Bloods  for 'Widal 
reaction,  etc.y  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Bacteriological 
Laboratory  attached  to ‘the  Health  Dephrtment.

MEASURES  AGAINST  POLEITTS. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  of  detection  of 
rodents  on  vesselsy  q.uays,  wharvesy  warehousesy  etc.y  in  the 
Port  and  Borough.  An  experienced  rat  catcher  is  specially 
employed  for  this  v/ork. 

Leratisation  of  -vessels  under  the  international  Regul- 
aoions  for  the  prevention  of  plaguey  etc. y is  carried  out  by 
private  firms  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 
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The  chemicals  used  are  sulphur  and  hydrocyanic ^ acid.  ihe 
rat  population  around  the  docks  has  been  matej?ially  reduced 
of  recent  years  by  special  attention  to  warehouses ^ and 
other  places  of  harbourage 5,  such  as  river  banks j^tips, 
etc.  886  rats  v/ere  destroyed  on  these  premises  in  iShb? 
including  207  rats  destroyed  by  the  Greau  Western  Railii/ay 
Go's  Ratcatcher,  compared ' wit h 657  in  1944.  On  board 
ship  1284  rats  were  destroyed  as  against  657  in  1944.

General  Inspection  of  Vessels, 


9 “2  per  cent  of  the  1383  vessels'  (including  British  and 
Foreign)  inspected  during  the  year  had  sanitary  defects 
according  to  the  present  standard  laid  down  by  the  Board  of 
Trade, 

The  types  of  nuisances  and  defects  dealt  with  shov/  that 
67"27  per  cent  of  the  nuisarices  v/ere  due  to  lack' of  care  and 
sanitary  supervision  of  the  living  exuarters^  whilst  32*73 
per  cent  were  due  to  defective  structural  conditions j 
including  those  caused  through  wear  and  tear.  The  great 
majority  of  both  types  of  nuisances  could  have  been  avoided 
by  stricter  supervision  of  the  crew  and  attention  to  minor 
structural  defects. 

With  regard  to  individual  nuisances ' discovered^  dirty 
and  verminous  crew’s  g_^arterSs  berths y wash-places  and  mess- 
rooms  accounted  for  36‘’8  per  centy  foul- Y/ater  closets,  for 
*7  per  cent  5 and  defective  and  dirty  lockers  52 '1  per  cent. 

Lack  of  attention  to  fittings  and  structures y including 
defective  side  scuttleSy  deck  prismSy  ventilatorSy  side 
portSy  and  hawse  pipeSy  leaky  decks  or  defective  stoves. etc. 
were  responsible  for  a large  proportion  of  the  other 
insanitary  conditions. 

Although  many  of  the  above  insanitary  conditions  are 
no  doubt  due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  crewg  the 
"ultimate  responsibility y " as  stated  by  the  special^ Committee 
appointed  by  shipov/ners  to  enauire  into  the  subject  y "rests 
upon  the  mastery  and  the  degree  of  cleanliness  is  a . 
criterion  of  the  disipline  of  she  ship," 

A supply  of  the  pamphlet  "prevention  of  Infestation  of 
Ships  by  the  Bed-Bug"  compiled  ..by  the  Association  of  Port 
Health  Authorities  has  been  obtained  and  copies  are 
distributed  to  Masters  of  vessels  where  necessary. 

I wish  to  shank  the  Collector  of  H.M.  Custom.s  and  his 
"Preventive"  Officers  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Pilotage  Board 
for  affording  prompt  and  valuable,  assistance  at  all  times 
in  carrying  out  preventive  work  in  connection  with 
Infectious  Diseases.

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945. 

SHIP  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year,  1383  vessels  were  inspected  and  128 
(9 ‘2  per  cent)  of  them  v/ere  found  to  have  nuisances  or 
defects  on  board.  It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any 
statutory  notices  with  regard  to  , these  vessels.  168  verbal 
and  informal  notices  were  given,  as  a result  of  which  most 
of  the  nuisances  and  defects  were  remedied  and  40 
quayside  nuisances  abated,  3258  re-visits  were  made  to 
vessels  in  connection  with  sickness,  nuisances  and  defects, 
rat  destruction,  and  to  vessels  from  infected  areas.  » 

Huisances  and  Defects . 

Dirt,  vermin  and  other  conditions  prejudicial  to  health 
accounted  for  187  (67*27  per  cent),  structural  defects  caused 
through  wear  and  tear  for  90  (32°37  cent)  and  defecos  oi 

original  construction  1 (*36  per  cent)  of  the  total  fo^d. 

The  numbers  and  types  of  nuisances  and  defects  dealt  with  on 
all  vessels  together  with  percentages,  are  shewn  in  Taole  J 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Report.  Table  1 indicates 
the  various  nuisances  dealt  with  and  of  these  9*5  per  cent 
were  due  to  the  verminous  condition  of  quarters  and  berths, 
52*1  per  cent  to  dirty  and  defective  lockers,  19*8  per  cent 
to  dirty  Quarters,  4*8  per  cent  to  dirty  messrooms,  and 
4*0  per  cent  to  foul  and  defective  water  closets  and  fittings. 

Dirt,  Vermin  and  other  conditions  prejudicial  to  health . 

The  number  of  vessels  dealt  v/ith  during  the  year  on 
account  of  dirty  and/or  verminous  conditions  of  crews  quarters 
was  14%  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year;  whilst,  the  number 
of  crev/s  q.uarters  and  rooms  found  dirty  and/or  verminous  v/as 
56%  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  means  of  fumigation 
with  burning  sulphur,  hydrogen  cyanide,  and  other  patent  gas 
fumigants,  and  by  hand  and  pressure  spraying  of  liquid 
insecticides  into  all  crevices  of  woodwork,  bunks  and  other 
fittings. 

Structural  Defects  caused  through  vVear  and  Tear. 

Defective  ports  (frames,  linings,  and  broken  glasses,) 
defective  bunks  and  fittings,  defective  stoves  and  fittings, 
v/ater  closets  and  lockers  were  responsible  for  the  greater 
number  of  this  type  of  defect  and  many  of  these  conditions 
were  caused  by  misuse  and  lack  of  attention.  Other  dcfec'cs 
dealt  with  were  defective  ventilators  and  shutes,  leaky  decks, 
entrance  doors  and  washbasins,  hawse  pipes  and  pumps. 

The  Ministry  of  War  Transport  Surveyor  v/as  notified  of 
all  defects  found  on  ships,  which  necessitated  structural 
alterations  to  remedy  them.

The  warehouses  5 sheds,  q.uays , hoists,  sidings,  river  banks, 
wharves  and  private  preraises  within  the  district  were 
periodically  inspected  and  10,800  poison  baits  laid  down.  679 
rats  v/ere  found  dead  after  poisoning  and  of  these  629  were 
picked  up  on  the  wharves  and  banks  of  the  River  Usk  and  pC  on 
the  banks  of  the  River  Sbbw,  Immediate  measures  are  taken 
when  fresh  evidence  of  rats  is  seen  or  cheir  presence  reported. 

The  G-reat  Western  Railway  oraploy  a ratcatcher  who  has 
co-operated  with  this  Authority's  efforts  in  combating  the 
rat  menace  throughout  the  dock  area.  He  has  laid  2,625 
poisoned  baits  and  picked  up  207  dead  rats  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  rats  destroyed  on  board  vessels  during  the 
year  was  1,284.  23  vussels  -were  fumigated  v/ith  hydrogen 

cyanide  and  on  19  of  these  ships  trapping  and  poison  baits 
were  also  employed,  191  'rats  being  killed  by  traps  and  poison 
baits  and  807  by  hydrogen  cyanide.  On  20  vessels  deratisation 
was. carried  out  by  measures  of  trapping  and  poison  baits, 
resulting  in  Ghe  destruction  of  286  rats.  5 of  the  vessels 
derat ised  did  not  require  the  issue  of  deratisation 
certificates. 

Certificates  issued:-  Deratisation  38;  Exemption  20. 

v/ith  a fev/  exceptions,  all  vessels  from  foreign  ports 
are  examined  for  evidence  of  rats  and  when  recent  indications 
are  found,  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  the  rats  making 
their  v/ay  to  the  shore. 

The  parrots  (prohibition  of  Import)  Regulat ions  1930. 


One  parrot  and  one  budgerigar  carae  under  observation 
during  the  year, 
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Notices  v/ere  served  prohibiting  their  import,  and  in 
each  case  a written  undertaking  that  the  birds  would  not 
be  landed  v/as  received  from  the  owner.  The  birds  were  in 
a healthy  condition  and  were  taken  av/ay  on  board  the 
vessels  when  they  left'  the  port. 

Import  at- l-on  of  Animals. 

The-  -various  Orders  v/ith  reference  to  the  importation 
of  cani-n-e  and  -other  -anima-ls-  have  been  enforced  during  the 
year.  •1-3-6  dogs-  and-  394  cats  were  imported  directly  or 
indirect-l-y . 1-  dog  w-a-s  landed  -v^fithout  u'  licence  issued 

by  the  M-i-nistr-y  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  - the 
offender  was  -p-rosec-ut-ed  and  -the-  dog  destroyed,  and  1 dog 
vi^as  landed  under  lice-nce. 

All-  of  t-he-  vess-e-ls  concerned  were  visited  during  their 
stay  in.  port  to-  ensure  that-,  the-  -reciulrement s of  the  Orders

In  accordance  with  the  pov/ers  contained  in  these 
Regulations  relating  to  the  inspection  of  foods  arriving  from 
foreign  and  home  ports,  the  provisions  have  been  carmied  out 
insofar  as  they  concern  the  public  Health  (imported  Food) 
Regulations  1937*  Vvith  regard  to  the  public  Health  (imported 
Milk)  Regulations  1926,  and  the  public  Health  (preservatives 
etc,  in' Food) ' Regulations  1927,  it  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  take  any  action. 

No  imported  foods  v/ere  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  during  the  year.  4,179  lbs  of  various  meats 
from  Ships'  Stores  were  condemned  and  utilized  for  purposes 
other  than  human  consumption.
